Mrs. Chum] was a resident of 
Prague, Czechoslovakia during the 
war, and told her of her experi- 
ences then and after the war. She 
outlined some of the history of 
the country, the public education 
there, and the present overrun- 
ning of the country by the com- 
munists. Mrs. Chuml married an 
American, but was able to leave 
Czechoslovakia only after much 
difficulty. 

A question and answer period, 
and general discussion followed 
the talk. Mrs. Eileen Druiff from 
England, told of her difficulties 
in getting a passport to leave Eng- 
land. 

Both Mrs. Chuml and Mrs. 
Druiff stressed that we should be 
proud of American freedom and 
democracy, and should preserve 
them at any price. America seems 
wonderful to them after living un- 
der communist and socialist sys- 
tems.

During the course of the plot the 
murderer meets an old Hypochon- 
driac which further complicates a 
play which has been rated first 
class.

_ Today representatives from more than 52 junior col- 
leges throughout the state of California gather at Bakers- 
field for the State Student Goverriment Conference of jun- 


ior colleges. 


Why should this activity interest you, the average 
student? The purpose of these state conferences, which 
are held onee each semester, is to promote greater interest 
in student government and to foster greater interest on 
the part of the student in the affairs of his junior college. 

It is during these conferences that inter-school re- 
lations are discussed and improved. Here, the basic prob- 
lems of junior colleges in the state are hashed out and 
recommendations are made to the individual schools for 


action by them. 


Usually one or two months prior to the state confer- 
ence, a district planning conference is held. At this meeting 
topics presented by different schools and conferences in 
the Southern California district, e. g. Eastern Conference, 
-are approved and made ready for discussion at the state 


conference.

College agriculture students spends all of his time eith¢ 
on a tractor or looking through seed catalogues, this is f¢ 


from true. 


Few people realize that the agri- 
culture course gives practical in- 
struction in all phases of farming 
by giving the student the oppor- 
tunity not only to learn howgto 
run a tractor, plant seeds, and 
weed, but also to give him basic in- 
struction in farm mechanics and 
livestock production. 


Farm Mechanics Course Offered 

A little publicized course offer- 
ed by the agriculture department 
—that in this day of scientific 
farming should be considered 
among one of the most important 
—is the course in farm mechanics. 
In addition to such specialized jobs 
as a course project illustrated in 
the picture of Gordon Smiley, 
farm mechanics student, instruc- 
tion is given by Paul Andres, agri- 
culture department head, and 
Royce Cornett in types of acety- 
lene welding, upkeep and repair 
of farm shop tools, tillage equip- 
ment, and tractors. 


The tempering of tool steel for 
chisels is included in the course. 
Arc welding is offered those stu- 
dents who are in need of the 
training. 

Livestock Production Popular 
According to Paul Andres, live- 
stock instructor, two courses will 
be added to next year’s agricul- 
ture curriculum and will include 
types and breeds of livestock in 
addition to different types and 
brands of livestock foods and 


- methods of feeding. 


Three purebred steers were ac- 
quired and cared for by the agri- 
culture students this year. They 
were used for special instruction 
concerning feeding problems, 
housing, equipment, dehorning, 
castration, and other herd man- 
agement skills. 

Present plans call for showing 
the steers at the Orange County 
Fair. .
